Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see amendment and remarks, filed 8/26/2005, with respect to 
Office Action mailed 4/27/2005 have been fiilly considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1,3,4 and 6-8 has been withdrawn. Claims 2 and 5 are canceled. 

Drawings 

The replacement sheet submitted 8/26/2005 is accepted by the examiner and the objection 
to the drawings is withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

The objection to claim 1 is withdrawn in view of the amendment to claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1,3,4 and 6-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims and discloses in claim 1 a signaling device with at least two lamps that have filaments 
perpendicular to each other and a body suitable for external connection to a rescue craft and the 
body accommodates a power supply and body is connected to signaling device by a cable and 
body has switch means comprising a cord wound around switch means for automatic actuation 
upon opening of rescue craft. Applicant amended claim 1 to incorporate the subject matter of 
claim 5 that indicated as allowable in 4/27/05 Office Action. This combination of limitations is 
not disclosed or taught in the art of record. 

Claims 2, 4 and 6-8 depend firom claim 1, add ftirther limitations and are allowable for 
the same reasons. 
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New claim 9 includes the features of original claims 1,2,4 and 6. Claim 10 depends from 
claim 9. New claim 1 1 calls for, among other things, at least two lamps each having a respective 
filament and that filaments are perpendicular to each other to achieve circular luminous emission 
uniform over 360 degrees. Claim 12 depends from claim 1 1 and adds further Umitations. The 
combination of limitations in claims 9-12 is not disclosed or taught in the art of record.
